In other words, if a corporation 


spends a million dollars to run Its 
business and borrows a million to 
build a plant, that million is 
called an expenditure, but an in- 
vestment. And so if the corporation 
has receipts during the year of ?1 - 
500,000 then it will not be said to be 
in the- red because it spent $2,000,000 
Half of this would be called invest- 
ment. 


Fallacious Reasoning 


In the same way it is said if the 


government puts out money on its 
plant in such a way as to increase the 
earning power of the country, then 
the money thus spent should be call- 
ed investment and not expenditure. 


In looking this over, the citizen 


should be careful to keep In mind the 
difference between the government 
and the country. They are not the 
same. The country includes .nil the 
people. The Government is merely one 
public agency set up to serve all the 
people in certain very limited areas. 
Everything that belonds to the govern- 
ment belongs to the people. 
But 


everything that belongs to the people 
does not belong to the government. 


If we were to keep a set of books on 


the business affairs of the people as 
a whole, the asset .side would include 
all the wealth; the liability side would 
include the total obligations. The in- 
come side would include the total in- 
come and so on. But when we are 
keeping books on the government the 
asset side includes only what the gov- 
ernment owns and the libaility side 
only what the government owes. The 
income of government is what the 
government takes in; its expenditures 
what it pays out. 


£t is like a great public corporation 


organized to perform certain import- 
ant services for all the people. It has 
only one source of revenue—taxes 
and penalties. However, the govern- 
ment may go into business. It may 
build a power plant and sell power. 
It may build and operate a railroad. 
In that case it has a profit as part of 
its income. It may lend money, as it 
docs in the R. F. C., and then it has 
interest as its income. Now when a 
government lends money and the loan 
is appraised as sound it is entitled to 
put that down as an investment. The 
interest will come to the government. 
The government can use it any way it 
wishes. 


Improvements Belong to the Owner 
But when the government performs 


some service for its citizens—as for in- 
stance when it helps farmers to im 
orovp t»r>ir land—the improvement in 
the land belongs to the farmers, not the 
government. 
An electric light cor- 


poration furnishes me with power 
The power enables me to make a 
great deal of money. But because my 
utility company helps me to make 
money, it will not be justified in 
putting down the increase in the 
viduc of my (factory as an asset, It is 
the same with the government. 


Of course the improvement in the 


farmers' land may enable the farmer 
to make more oney and thus enable 
the govcrnent to extract more taxes 
from him. It is iissumcd and it is a 
fair assumption that all government 
expenditures as a whole add to the 
value of the land and the taxable pro- 
tcntialilies of the population. A city 
builds a school and firchouse and im- 
mediately the land values of 
the 


neighborhood rise. But the city can- 
not add these land values to its cor- 
porate assets and include them in its 
books, even though it is able to tax 
more. 


All these government expenditures 


may be justified in the case of the 
school and fi rehouse, but that is no 
reason why a city should fool itself 
and monkey with its books to com- 
plete the delusion.

Passers of counterfeit money lake® 


advantage of the Holiday Season to 
pass spurious money and money hand, 
lers should excVcise 'nyore than usua 
caution. Genuine currency is printer 
on distinctive paper through whicl: 
tiny blue and red silk threads have 
been impregnated. This paper is made, 
exclusively for the Government. The 
plates from which currency is printcc 
arc made by very expert engravers 
and every detail is perfect. The por- 
traits on genuine notes are very cleai 
stand out from the clearly defined lat- 
tice work background in most life-like 
manner. The border around the notet 
is formed of perfectly engraved scroll 
work and the entire printing is a trib- 
ute to the engravers arc. 


Counterfeits, on the contrary, are 


not so well printed; the lathe work in 
the border is usually blurred and the 
lines broken; the portrait is flat and 
"dead" looking on a background that is 
usually too dark and the cross lines 
of which are not distinction; the ink is 
usually off color on both the front and 
buck of the note; ana me paper docs 
not have the distinctive silk threads 
or the "feel" of the paper used by the 
government. The United States' Se- 
cret Service sends out warnings when 
ncw counterfeits appear or the old 
ones are cireulateil in this vicinity anil 
the notices usually refer to the chec-ls 
letter, fucc and back plute numbers, 
'and to the color of the seal and serial 
numbers. 


Counterfeit i-oins arc ulso frequent- 


ly (jrculated during the holidays. Gen- 
uine coins have a clear full "rins" 
when dropped on stone; whereas the 
sound given off by counterfeits is 
cither dull or "tinny"—like a piano off 
tune; also, genuine coins have the clear 
clean color of silver, whereas counter- 
feit coins have a "leuclish" or dark tint, 
and if silver plated, they look false as 
a lunch couner spoon in comparison 
with a solid silver spoon; also, a coun- 
terfeit coin, when pressed between the 
thumb and first and second fingers, 
feels, "soapy" and greasy and the 
fingers slip off readily, whereas a 
genuine coin will stick to the fingers 


when pressed against the fingers.

Charges of involuntary manslaught- 


er and failing to stop and render, aid 
after an accident were filed Tuesday in 
municipal court at Texarkana against 
Charles 
Briant, 
19-year-old 
Hope 


youth, in connection with an automo- 
bile accident near Texarkana Sunday 
afternoon in which two persons were 
killed and three were injured. 


Prosecuting Attorney Ned Stewart 


said Briant made a personal appear- 
ance in Texarkana Tuesday morning 
and confessed he was the driver of the 
car which figured in the accident. 
Attorney Albert Graves of Hope ac- 
companied Briant to Texarkana. 


Prosecutor Stewart said Briant was 


released under 51,000 bond for his ap- 
pearance in the March term of Miller 
circuit court. Stewart said the charges 
in Texarkana municipal court would 
later be dismissed and filed direct 
with the Miller circuit court. Mr. 
Stewart said this step .was being.takenr 
to avoid an unnecessary preliminary- 
hearing and to save the state expense 
in bringing witnesses to the prelim- 
inary examining trial. 


Six in Car 


Riding with Briant at the time of 


the fatal accident were two other Hope 
youths, Douglas Westerman and Cecil 
Lamb. Douglas Westerman of Hope 
said three Prescott girls, whose names 
he said he did not know, were also 
riding in the car with the Hope 
young men. 
v 


Those killed in the accident were: 
Mrs. H. B. Monroe, 33, who died of 


a fractured skull; and her daughter, 
Miss Loraine Mallard, about 13, who 
died of a broken neck. 


Others injured were: 
H. B. Monroe, husband and father 


of the dead women; Mrs. E. Monroe, 
mother of H. B. Monroe; and Vernon 
Mallard, about 154' his step-son. 


Bodies of the two victims were sent 


from Texarkana to San Antonio, where 
funeral services were to be held Tues- 
day afternoon. The San Antonio fam- 
ily were returning home from Union 
City, Tenn., when the accident oc- 
cjirred. 


Douglas Westerman of Hope who 


was riding in the Briant automobile 
said the accident occurred about four 
miles southwest of Fulton on Highway 
67. 


Traveling Same Direction 


Westerman said both cars were en- 


route toward Texarkana and when 
Charles Briant, the driver, attempted 
to pass the Monroe car a negro boy 
appeared on the left side of the road. 
Westerman said Briant swerved to 
avoid striking the negro and in doing 
so the rcai- right fender or bumper 
struck the front bumper of the Mon- 
roe car.

" One of the queerest things about human nature is the way we get sent- 


timentally attached to things which we don't really like well enough to keep. 


We tend to grow fond of anything \ve have used for a long time. If it out- 


lives its .usefulness, we are quick to nbondon it: yet when we finally realize 
that it lias to be given up, we fuss around as if it were something we just 
couldn't get along without. 


Down New York Sixth avenue has run an elevated railway line. 
It is 


an eyesore. H has blighted property values for upwards of a third of a cen- 
tury, it is rickety and noisy and out-of-date by any standard: so the city 
finally decided, quite sensibly, to abandon it. and its trains made their final 
run the other morning. 


And for those final runs there was a great outpouring of passengers. Not 


people who were going any place in particular: just folk who somehow hated 
to see a familiar landmark disappear—even if it wus an ugly one—and who 
cnme out to take a farewell ride b yway of sentiment. 


On the same day, the papers reported similar occurance in Pennsylvania 
Over in the mountains there was one of those little nowhere-to-nowhere 


railroads that went winding way back in among the glens and valleys. The 
towns it served had long since transferred most of their business to the bus. 
the truck and the privately owned ;>uto. The road was dying from sheer neg- 
lect. So, to wind up its business, it ran c, farewell passenger train—and immedi- 
ately did the biggest day's business in many a year. 


Some 300 people came to take the ride. Like the farewell riders on the 


Sixth avenues "el." they weren't going anywhere in particular; they were 
just out for the ride, expressing by their action the illogical and melancholy 
regret people always feel when some familiar piece of fvmrituve has to be 
given up for good. 


This sort of thing is always happening. The Detroit river ferryboats had 


the same sort of last-minute crowds a few months ago when they wound up 
their business; the dying interurban lines invariably sing their swan songs to 
a. capacity load of sorrowing electric railroad enthusiasts; there probably 
has been any form of transportation in America which has given up the ghost 
without a crowd of bedside mourners. 


It's a rather appealing human trait, this. Perhaps away down under- 


neath, -we have an unexperessecl resentment against progress. Perhaps we 
don t really enjoy the unending change which is the first law of American 
life Perhaps we would be a little hsppier if things would pust stav put a 
little longer.

When carbon monoxide is inhaled, 


it unites with the red coloring matter 
of the blood as it passes through 
the lungs. By one of the peculiar laws 
of chemistry, carbon monoxide has 100 
times as much power to unite with the 
red coloring matter as it possessed by 
oxygen. Therefore, the carbon mon- 
oxide displaces the oxygen and gives 
rise to a new product which is di- 
ctated throughout the body instead of 
oxygen. Thus the tissues of the body- 
are deprived of the oxygen that is 
necessary to maintain life. 


The amount of the reaction to the 


poisoning depends, of course, on the 
length of the time during which the 
bod yis deprivo'd of oxygen. When (he 
conccntratioin of the toxic substance 
in the blood is less than 10 prr rent, 
there are no symptoms. 


When it reaches 20 per cent, the 


uiinan being is likely to have a ting- 
ling of the forehead 
with a slight 


hcadaee niul dilation of the blood 
vessels in the skin. When the eon- 
eiMitr.-ition is between 20 and 
,'iU pet- 


cent, there is severe hcadaee and 
throbbing in the temples. When the 
concentration reaches -10 per cent, the 
hoadace becomes worse, there is a sense 
of weakness and dizziness, the vision 
becomes dim, (hen nau.sea and vomit- 
ing follow and the person may col- 
.lavse. 


By the time the concentration reach- 


es 50 or 60 per cent, life is in danger, 
convulsions occur, brealhim.1, is dis- 
turbed, and in concentration over G(] 
death is quite posible. Since the poison 
circulates throughout the body and 
deprives all of the tissues of the oxygen 
the number of symptoms associated 
with carbon monoxide poisoning is 
tremendous. It affects every portion 
of the body, including the brain arid 
the nervous system, the 
digestive 


tract, the heart and the blood vessels, 
the breathing, and the blood itself. 


It is well for people to recognize the 


early symptoms of exposuer to this 
gas. If you thnik you are being ex- 
posed to the gas, as in a bus, in a tight- 
ly closed motor car. or in a factory 
or a garage, and if yo uget a headace 
cr feel faint, nervous and irritable, 
it is possible that you are being affect-

neutrality was involved. Japan has 
not formally declared war. 


The Treasury secretary described 


the Chinese; loans as "credits to a 
fiiendly nation" and said any other 
"friendly nation" except war debt de- 
faulters barred by the Johnson act 
also could 'lipply." 


'The door i.s wide open," he declared 


with a .smile. This was n paraphrase 
ol the "open door" doctrine, which 
calls for equal commercial opportunity 
for all nations in China. The Japanese 
over objections of the United States, 
threatened to revise this doctrine. 


The credits granted Monday are of 


more technical than commercial im- 
portance. China must pay American 
dollars for American merchandise. It 
gets most of its dollars by selling sil- 
ver lo the Treasury, but sometimes 
runs short, of dollars in intervals be- 
tween silver 
shipments. 
Monday's 


agreement permits China to borrow 
dollars from the Treasury's stabiliza- 
tion fund on the .security of gold which 
China has on deposit in the Federal 
Reserve banks in this country.

Two cups butter, 2 cups sugar, one 


ti-ouncc glass grnps jelly. 12 eggs well 
beaten, 4'? cups flour, 2 pounds cur- 
rants. 2 pounds seeded raisins,

pound erystalizcd pineapple diced, 2 
tablespoons vanillu extract. '•_• pound 
cherries cut in halves, I pound citron 
shredded, I pound almonds blanched, 
Us pounds pecans broken up, 2 cups 
.sherry or grape juice, 1 tablespoon cin- 
namon, 2 teaspoons allspice. \a tea- 
spoon nutmeg, 2 teaspoons cloves. 


Prepare fruits, mix and place in large 


crock. Soak overnight with sherry 
or grape juice. Sift spices and flour to- 
gether 3 times. Cream butter, add su- 
gar, beat until sugar is dissolved. Add 
jelly and mix thoroughly. 


Add eggs and flour alternately, care- 


fully mixing after each addition. Add 
nuts gradually, distributing them well 
through the batter. Add fruits, small 
amount at a time, and mix well. Add 
flavoring. This makes approximately 
15 pounds of very stiff batter.
